Mr. Carnegie left New York on March 13, 
1901, intending to take up permanent residence 
in his native country, though not to sever his 
connection with that of his adoption. He had 
never fost “touch with Scotland After his 
marriage to Miss Louise Whitfield, of New York 
in 1887, he had rented Cluny Casile, where h 
lived at intervals; but when, in 1895, Skibo 
Castle, on the northern shore of the Dornoch 
Firth, Sutherlandshire, was offered for sale, hu 
purchased the properiy for £85,000, adding a 
new wing at a cost of £50,000. Before he left 
America his benefactions had amounted in 
aggregate to upwards of £5,000,000. a large 
portion of that sum being given ior the pnrnose 
of founding free libraries. In New York alone 
he ‘had provided for the erection of sixty-hve 
such mstitutions at a cost of £1.040,000, and in 
1891 had built a hall at an outlay of 
£400,000, dealing most munificenily, besides 
with various educational and schools
